LODGE OPENS DEBATE 


Mr, Karon of (Jrorgla Criticise*! Score* 
tsrjr of War for Permitting For­ 
eign Vesuris to Participate 


In American Commerce. 


Washington, 
Jan. 22.—For 
nearly 
three hours Tuesday the senate had 
under consideration 
the 
Philippines 
tariff bill. 
The m easure was made the 
unfinished business and probably will 
■ hold th at position of preference until 
it shall have been voted on Anally. 
T he debate was opened by Mr. Lodge 
of M assachusetts, chairm an of the com­ 
m ittee on Philippines. 
He sketched in 
a free-hand way the reasons which had 
actuated 
the 
m ajority in presenting 
the m easure and urged strongly its en­ 
actm ent into law. He appealed to con­ 
gress to deal with questions relating 
to the Philippines as they m ight arise 
and to keep clear of vague words and 
vague prom ises, which are likely to 
be m isinterpreted and 
to raise false 
hopes in the minds of the Filipinos. In 
an Impassioned peroration he besought 
congress not to give m ortgages on an 
unknow n future. 
Mr. R aw lins of Utah delivered a vig- ! 
•roils speech in support of the m inority 
substitute in which independence was 
promised to the Filipinos as soon as 
a stable governm ent could be estab­ 
lished in the Philippines. 
As a conclusion of the debate for the 
day Mr. Bacon of Georgia sharply crit­ 
icised the secretary of war for an al­ 
leged violation of the law in issuing 
an order perm itting vessels dying a 
foreign flag to participate in the com­ 
merce between the United States and 
the Philippines. 
A resolution offered by Mr. Mitchell 
of Oregon calling upon the secretary of 
w ar for complete inform ation regard­ 
ing the transport service of the United 
. States was adopted. 
In the absence of other pressing bus­ 
iness the house m anagers are allowing 
the widest latitude in the debate on 
the urgent deficiency bill now before 
the house. The irrigation of arid lands 
in the west and the advisability of re­ 
taining control of the Philippines was 
the main topics under discussion Tues­ 
day.
